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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 



1 . Claims 1-2, 4-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(d) The claim or claims must 
conform to the invention as set forth in the remainder of the specification and the terms 
and phrases used in the claims must find clear support or antecedent basis in the 
description so that the meaning of the terms in the claims may be ascertainable by 
reference to the description. (See § 1 .58(a)). 

2. Claims 1 , 5, 6 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the use of the word "will" indicates that the applicant has not invented the device. 
Applicant is required to amend or discard the word "will". Also a semicolon should be 
used for punctuations at the end of the claim sections. A semicolon should be place at 
the end of claims 1 , sections (a), (b) and (c). The same correction should also be made 
to claim 5 section (a) and (b); claim 6 section (a), (b), (c) part (i) and part (ii); and claim 
9, section (a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear what the claims are describing. 

Regarding Claim 1 . the phrase "may also" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Regarding Claim 2-9 . the claim recites the limitation "the invention" in line 1 . 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Amend "the 
invention" to read as "the device". 

Regarding Claim 5 . the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Regarding Claim 6. the phrase "capable of and "can" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase actually performs the 
function associated with the limitation. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

5. Claim 8 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1- 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
